Seeking Establishment 


Bill Dickinson 


Pension Reform Bill 
Becomes Law 


A landmark bill designed 
to protect the retirement bene- 
fits of more than 30 million 
American workers enrolled in 
private pension plans became 
law this past Labor Day when 
signed by President Ford. The 
official title of this law is the 
Employee Retirement Income 
Security Act of 1°74, It is the 
culmination of eight years of 
legislative work on Capitol Hill 
and came about because many 
private pension plans have fail- 
ed to deliver benefits to work- 
ers when the companies went 
out of business or were merg- 
ed with other companies, 

Since this bill became law, 
I've had a number of persons 
ask me what it’s all about. 
Although all of the particulars 
cannot be covered in this news 
column, I'd like to discuss 
some of the highlights. 

First, the law guarantees 
that all employees who are 25 
years old and have at least one 
year of experience with the 
company have the right to be 
enrolled in a company’s pen- 
sion plan 

Second, the law” grants 
“yesting” rights to workers 
That is, it guarantees an 
employee at least part of his 
pension benefits after a period 
of time even if he leaves the 
company An employer may 
pick one of three options for 
“vesting.” The first would 
provide a worker with at least 
25 percent of his benefits after 

" five years on the job, and 100 
percent after 15 years. The 
second would give total rights 
to accumulated benefits only 
after 10 years, but nothing if 
the employee leaves before 
then. The third option pro- 


vides for 50 percent “vesting” 
when an employee’s age and 
years of service equal 45 (in 
no case longer than 10 years 
regardless of age). The final 
50 percent would come in the 
next five years. 

The law creaies a federal 
Pension Benefit Guaranty Cor- 
poration to insure, at a prem- 
ium of one dollar per worker 
per year in single employer 
plans and 50 cents per worker 
in multiemployer plans, that 
pension benefits would be paid 
to workers even ifthe business 
fails, up to a maximum of 
$750 per month 

It creates a voluntary port- 
ability program under whichan 
employee can carry with him 
his pension rights from one 
job to another, (Further study 


is being conducted in this 
area.) 
The act offers tax incen- 


tives to individual employees 
not in pension plans to set up 
their ownretirement programs 
and to self-employed persons 
to participate in, and improve 
their own retirement pro- 
grams. 

For the first time, the law 
fixes tough standards of 
conduct and accountability for 
persons administering pension 
plans. Plans must be certi- 
fied by an actuary at least 
every three years to make sure 
there is enough money in the 
plan to pay benefits when they 
become due. 

Protecting the interests of 
the American worker should, in 
the long run, help business also. 
Employees will change jobs 
when they are no longer pro- 
ductive, instead of hanging-on 
to collect their pension.

A principal consideration in 
the selection is the availability 
of sites with a minimum re- 
quirement of 100 acres. If the 
land chosen is government- 
owned, it must be excess to 
government needs, or the land 
must be donated to the Federal 
government, if it is privately 
owned 

I have asked military and 
civilian Federal agencies which 
have land holdings in Alabama 
to determine the availability of 


“ these State-developed 


éxcess govermment-owned land 
which I might recommend tothe 
Veterans Administration as 
possible sites for a National 
Cemetery. I have also been in 
touch with the commanders of 
the chartered veterans organ- 
izations in Alabama seeking 
their assistance in locating pos- 
sible sites. 

At the present time, the 
Mobile National Cemetery is 
the only National Cemetery in 
Alabama. Established in 1865, 
it consists of two sections with 
a total of approximately 5 1/4 
acres. After 485% burials, the 
Mobile National Cemetery was 
closed to new burials in 1963, 
except for a limited number of 
gravesites reserved for South- 
east Asia combat fatalities 

The Veterans Administra- 
tion has also recommended a 
50 percent grant-in-aid pro- 
gram for veterans cemeteries 
developed by States and for bur- 
ial in those cemeteries. The 
program would provide grants 
for 50 percent of most costs 

‘other than land purchase. It 


would also establish a fixed 
sum of $40 for grave main- 
tenance There is no mini- 


mum acreage requirement for 
ceme- 
terles 

I believe the establishment 
of a National Cemetery in Ala- 
bama would be an appropriate 
way to accord public honor and 
recognition to deceased Vet- 
erans of our State, of our Region 
and of our Nation and will let 
our people conveniently visit 
the graves oftheir deceased be- 
loved family members. Youcan 
be assured that I will continue 
to exert every effort to have 
such a cemetery located in our 
State 
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the world, including the U. S., 
has begun to break down. 

In Denmark, the dominant 
Social Democrats, out of office 
only eight years since 1929, 
are dethroned. In Sweden, the 
‘eign of the Social Democrats, 
unbroken since 1932 (except for 
a few months in 1%36) teeters 
precariously. Major issues 
are now decided by casting lots. 
In Norway, the Labor Party, 


which ruled uninterruptedly 
from 1936 to 1965 (except 
during the war), has watch- 
ed its mandate continue to 
shrink. 

Why has this grandiose wel- 
fare scheme failed? One 


reason isthe giant bureaucracy 
and the resultant inefficiency of 
such a massive welfare sys- 
tem. Another is the cost of 
social services to the tax- 
payers. People are taxed one- 
third to one-half of their in- 
comes, as a matter of course. 
And, in some cases, people act- 
ually pay more in taxes than 
they earn. Norwegian factory 
owner Gunnar Nilsen will pay 
145 percent of his total income 
in taxes this year. He is only 
one of approximately 2,000 
Norwegians in this predica- 
ment. Last, but not least, 
there is a general disillusion- 
ment with a system that awards 
those who do not work by sev- 
erely taxing those whodo work 

If all this sounds distress- 
ing, it should. Unless the 
liberal do-gooders in this 
country learn from the failure 
of the Scandanavian welfare 
state, Americans could soon 


find themselves in the same 
kettle of hot water. As it is, 
the American welfare system 
is already in big trouble. 

In the last quarter century, 
Federal welfare spending has 
increased from $2.° billion to 
$99.4 billion, and it is esti- 
mated to be $113.2 billion in 
1975. Since the Federal Gov- 
ernment entered the social 
welfare business during the de- 
pression ofthe 30’s the welfare 
rolls have continued to grow, 
and the number and kinds of 
programs have dramatically 
increased. Today we have 
Social Security, Public Aidand 
Assistance, child welfare, Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children, Low Income Housing 


Programs, Vocational Re- 
habilitation, Child Nutrition 
Program, a multitude of pov- 


erty programs and a catch-all 
group of minor social welfare 
activities such as Medicaid and 
food stamps. As these 
programs mushroom, the tax 
burden shouldered by Ameri- 
can workers has also increas- 
ed. 

A recent congressional 
study points out that “welfare 
programs provide financial in- 
centives for low income fam- 
ilies to dissolve and avoid 

_working and for women to 
quickly have a first child. And 
a nonworking mother of three,” 
the study said, “can gross 10 
percent more than the average 
wage or salary for all women 
workers.” 

There is no politically 
appealing way to straighten out 
this mess. Someone’s favorite 
welfare program will have to 
be cut. But, the longer this 
nation waits to reform the wel- 
farm system, the more it will 
hurt when reform does come, 
if it ever does.

stacked against our peanut 
growers. 
I envy folks whose only 


concern with the weather is 
what kind of weekend it is going 
to be. For millions of Amer- 
icans this is the extent of 
their worries. Of course, they 
may have the right philosophy 
about the weather--because 
worrying doesn't do any good. 

I talked to one farmer in 
Elba. He said he didnot worry 
about the weather at all. He 
said he let his banker do all 
of his worrying. As | said 
a couple of weeks back, if we 
can get this crop harvested 
successfully, there are going 
to be some happy folks in Cof- 
fee County and indeed in the 
peanut producing areas

1974 FmHa 
FARM FAMILY 


TO BE NAMED 


Coffee-Dale County will 
again participate in the FmHA 
Farm Family of the Year Pro- 
gram for 1974. Announcement 
of the program to be sponsored 
by the Farmers Home Admin- 
istration, was made recently 
by Bill Ray, County FmHA 
supervisor. 

Judging for county winners 
was to be completed by August 
30, 1974. The Robert Earl 
Beasley family of Rt. 2, New- 
ton, Alabama was the Coffee- 
Dale County FmHA Farm Fam- 
ily for 1973. 

District winners will be 
selected from county winners 
and the judging will be com- 
pleted by September 30, 1974. 

A state winner will be sel- 
ected from district winners by 
November 11, 1974, according 
to Mr. John A. Garrett, State 
Director, Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration, Montgomery, Al. 
The state FmHA Farm Family 
of the Year winner will compete 
in the nationwide program and 
the national winner will be an- 
nounced by Frank B. Elliott, 
Administrator, Farmers Home 
Administration, Washington, 
D. C. The national winner is 
awarded a trip to Washington, 
D. C., including visits with the 
Secretary of Agriculture and 
President of the United States. 

According to Mr. Ray, ob- 
jectives of the 1974 FmHA 
Farm Family of the Year Pro- 
gram are; (1) to emphasize 
outstanding FmHA families and 
to encourage greater accom- 
plishinents, (2) to increase 
public awareness of FmHA’s 
scope of activities and ser- 
vices, (3) to emphasize out- 
standing FmHA family contri- 
bution to agriculture and the 
rural community, and (4) to 
encourage the graduation of 
FmHA borrowers to conven- 
tional sources of credit. 

To be eligible, competing 
families must have actively 
used FmHA farm ownership 
and/or operating loans for at 
least sixty (60) months, and 
must have a loan at time of 
entry or have been graduated 
within the award year or the 
year previous. If an appli- 
cant was asked to graduate 
and would not, he is ineligible 
for national competition unless 
he could not graduate due to 
local credit conditions. 

The program has continued 
to be met with enthusiasm and 
should serve as an incentive for 
greater accomplishments by 
FmHA families and increase 
public knowledge of the ser- 
vices rendered by the Farmers 
Home Administration 


1975 FEED GRAIN, 


WHEAT, COTTON 


PROGRAMS 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz recently saidthat 
the 1975 Feed Grain, Wheat, 
and Upland Cotton Programs 
will have no set-side require- 
ment, and will provide farmers 
decision-making treedom tu 
produce for the marketplace 
He stressed there will be no 
land removed from agricul 
tural production under these 
government programs 

AS the Uepartinent stated 
when announcing the 1974 pro- 
grams, there will be no con- 
serving base requirement for 
the duration of the Agriculture 
and Consumer Protectidn Act 
of 1973 (through the 1°77 crop 
year), 

The Secretary pointed out 
that the allotments under pro- 
grams authorized under the 
1973 farm bill de nut represeni 
a limit on acreage, but are 
computed only for the pur- 
pose of payments to prodiicers 
should such payments be re- 
quired 

Also as in 1974, the pro- 
ducers may substitute any non- 
conserving cropor any conser- 
ving crop used for hay or for 
grazing in order to preserve 
their wheat. feed grain or cot- 
ton allotments and to make 
them eligible for any payments 
under the target price feature. 
Crops for which a marketing 
quota is in effect are excluded. 

Because of the market-or- 
iented nature of these pro- 
grams, producers’ will be 
studying prices rather than 
allotment acreages, Secretary 
Butz said. The price incentive 
should result in full plantings 
and with normal weather condi- 
tions should enable the U. S. 
to not only fulfill domestic 
and export requirements butto 
build up much needed stocks 
as well, said Butz. 


UNSAFE TRAILERS 
TO BE REMOVED 
FROM ROADWAYS 


Troopers say they are going 
to get tough with drivers who 
pull unsafe traiers. Accord- 
ing to Sgt. B.J. Livingston of 
the Dothan District troopers, 
“There are numerous trail- 
ers, especially pulpwood trail- 
ers, that do not have the proper 
braking system, if any, for the 
rear wheels. ‘‘Wehaven’t made 
many arrests for this viola- 
tion yet, because we don’t think 
the law has been publicized. 
We want to give everyone a ch- 
ance to get his trailer in order 
before we press this law. Be 
assured however, that oncethis 
time is over, arrests will be 
made. We have got todosome- 
thing to either get the danger- 
ous trailers off the roads, or 
get thein repaired. I’m sure 
it will help save lives.’’ 

The troopers did not say 
how long they would wait be- 
fore enforcing the law to its 
fullest extent, but they did ad- 
vise that appropriate work be 
done immediately to any trailer 
that might be in violation. The 
law, which became effective 
about three years ago, is listed 
under State authority as Pro- 
mulgated Rule Nine. The Rule, 
according to Sgt. Livingston, 
says that brakes are a must on 
any motor vehicle, trailer, pole 
trailer or any such combina- 
tion with the trailer gross 
weight being 3,000 pounds 
or more. 

The vehicle, or combination 
of vehicles, must be equipped 
with service brakes on all 
wheels and conform to stand- 
ards set up under the rule for 
stopping and holding the ve- 
hicle when parked. Depending 
on age, certain trailers must 
be equipped to stop automatical- 
ly in case they should break 
away from the tractor. And, 
the tractor must be equipped to 
be able to stop without having 
had its brakes impaired by any 
break-away. Although the brak- 
es are required to havea single 
control point, they canalso have 
a secondary control to operate 
the trailer. Further details of 
this law may be obtained by

Chickenpox can cause ug- 
ly scars on a child if the 
child is allowed to pull the 
scabs from the skin. These 
scabs are the result of pus 
drying up in the water—like 
blisters which appear when 
a person has the chicken- 
pox. These scabs should be 
allowed to dry and fall off. 
Usually, bad scars are not 
left when these scabs fall 
away. 

Bathing in a tub is not 
recommended for the child 
which has the chickenpox 
because the water will 
sometimes prematurely 
loosen the scabs, also caus- 
ing bad scars. Sponge bath- 
ing with a soft cloth will 


suffice until the child is 
well.

+ do with government, age, or 
science fairs. 

The 80 represents the 
number of hours it takes to 
complete the project 
reading. the entire Bible 
through from “In the begin- 
ning, God .. .” in Genesis to 
the final “*Amen” in Revela- 
tion. 

“T read that someone had 
been challenged to read the 
entire Bible through in 80 
hours,” said Mrs. Robert S. 
Crawford, wife of the pastor 
at Southern Ouks Baptist 
Church in Tyler, Texas.

Elba General Hospitai has asked Federal courts to dismiss 
the hospital as a defendant from a $100,000 malpractice 
suit filed by Antoinette Renardo of Tampa, Fla.

M Johnson denied a motion to dismiss the other defend- 
ants, Dr. Bancroft Cooper and Dudley J. Terrell and the 
Wiregrass Radiological Consultants, in which Terrell is a 


partner. 


Johnson gave the plaintiff 10 days to amend her 


complaint against the hospital before dismissing Elba Gen- 


eral from the suit.. 


The 21-year-old Florida woman said that after she fell 
from a horse in Coffee County in August 1971, she re- 
ceived X-rays, and that compresses were placed on her 
neck. However, the two treating her failed to discover that 
she had a fracture, the suit claims. 

The hospital is represented by Attorney Terry Butts and 
a law firm in Dothan. The request for dismissal is based 
on an opinion that the local hospital is a government-owned 
facility and offers care to the public, even to those not able 


to pay.
